■  brotherways  ;  for  they  have  read  only 
detached  parts  of  any  hrftorian,  and  have 
been  hurried  from  one  ‘atitbor  to  ano¬ 
ther  without  any  regard  to  the  thread 
<if  biftory,  in  an  aojUkinUnce  with  which 
neither  mafters  nor  fcholars  think  them* 
felves  much  concerned.  As  to  the  fpirit 
*  and  gcfliua  of  the  poets;  or  the  beauties 
of  language  and  fentiment,  few  boys  are 
cap^e  of  reliibia*  eitlier  the  one  or  the

What  pity  is  it  that  the  fpirit 
of  gaming  hath  found  its  way  to  the  re¬ 
treats  of  ftudy  !  for  lo  this  our  modem 
nugatory  ideas  of  education  are  to  be 
atcribed.  Ifyourfon  had  been  fixtecn 
years  of  age  t^ore  he  was  admitted  to 
our  refpeaable  feminarfes  of  education, 
perhaps  he  had  not  commenced  the  fine 
gentleman  fo  early,  nor  would  he  h^vc 
launched  into  public  life  before  he  had 
judgment  to  dirtift  him,  or  nrinciples  to 
govern  him;  but  he  probably  had  ac¬ 
quired  that  fubftantial  erudition  whicU 
might  eafily  and  fpeedily  have  been  Im- 
proven  to  a  high  degree  of  perfirAion :

\\c  U>oked  upon  with  a  more  difpalfiona’e 
and  catidid  eye,  'as  really  exprellive  of 
the  great  etmfnlion  that  tcience  labours 
muter.

iinlials  of  his  name.  Nay,  further,  eve¬ 
ry  apv'thecan-'s  apprentice  dares,  and 
fihiikr  he  baa  a  title  to  undertake  the 
iTiolt  incurabledifcafes: and  this  is  fo com¬ 
mon  over  the  whole  kingdom,  that  no 
pal  licnlar  ir.flance  netxls  citing.  Igno- 
lai.  -e  and  teir  inijxntnnce  are  ever  con- 
i<^Tned,  as  i*  thtir  reverfe,  modefly  and 
ibtmd  knowledge. 

The  difle  rnt  i.niveifities  arc,  in  fome 
rrrnfmc,  irllrumental  in*  promotii.g  this 
gr.Mui  ck  feCt  in  rrtcdical  <tintifieativ»ns. 
'I'bole  ot  Ox’oid  and  Cambiid^c  (w-hofe 
dvgr<e«  are  held  in  fo  reputable  a  light), 
it  u  wc.l  kmr.vn,  ha^x  none,  or  but  ihaall 
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pretenfions  towards  accntnplifhlng  a 
gnlar  and  judicious  praCititioner.  Afadt 
w’ili  cafily  prove  the  atilrtion.  Few,  if 
any,  who  intend  to  live  by  phyiic.  as  a 
profeflion,  are  contented  with  the  cdiica^ 
lion  which  thofe  iinivcrlities  aftbrd,‘  but4 
during  the  time  requilitc  for  obtaining  a 
dodor’s  degree,  and  which  i&  not  inlift-i 
ed  on  to  he  perfonally  fpent  there^  thefir 
gentlemen  vilU  other  ichools,  and  fronl 
them  receive  the  proper  principles  'of 
pure  medical  literature,  whence  they  re* 
turn  to  enjoy  the  honours  of  their  origi- 
nd  mother.  I  fpeak  this  with  all  de^ 
fcrence  to  thofe  venerable  teats  of  learn¬ 
ing  and  antiquity,  and  with  regret  for 
the  rcafons  of  fuch  refledions,  which 
jirincijjally  arc  owing  to  the  afffluent  pro^ 
vilion?  bequeathed  by  tlie  pious  founders, 
and  the  imlaleiicc  of  the  profeffors  con- 
feqnent  thereupon.  >  » 

Tl'e  foreign  nniverfities  are  pretty 
much  under  the  fame  difadvantages,  that 
<»f  Lt  yden  not  excepted.  How  much 
the  once  famed  Inftre'of  this  fchtK)l  hath 
faded  lince  the  deceafc  t>f  the  immortal 
lloerhaave,  every  one  knows,  who  cohii- 
deis  how  very  few  refiirt  thither  at  this 
day  from  diilant  countries.  Formerly  it 
w'Ho  the  grand  mart  of  medical  learning 
fon  our  Countrymen,  but  now  (when  1 
v'.tited  it)  iK>t  a  Briton  is  to  be  found: 
And  yet  juflice  demands  that  1  Ihouki 
fay,  a  more  eminent  profelfor  is  a  nomi¬ 
nal  tiKov  there,  than  ever  before  adorn¬ 
ed  that  nniveifity ;  but  from  an  ample  fa- 
lary,  and  the  mtne  beneficial  ei^agc-* 
meats  of  his  pfadice,  the  Undent  receives 
but  fmall  iinprovenu  nt.  The  pradicc. 
of  the  French  is  altogether  inert  and 
trifling.  The  Sc* its*  have  for  fomc  time 
cultivated  the  medical  art  with  great  afB- 
duity  and  advantage;  hut  the  very  fmall 
lhare  of  learning  requiiite  fiof  attaining 
the  hlghtif  medical  hofioun?  in  all  their 
nniverfities  CF-dinburgh  excepted)  hath 
exceedingly  depreciated  the  endeavours' 
of  them  all.  Edinburgh,  however^  in  a 
general  run,  does  not  fall  under  the  fame 
imputation,  though,  perhaps,  a  folitary 
f  ict  may  he  adduced.  There  the'  pro- 
fefibrh  are  afluluoiis,  ingenious  and  com¬ 
municative,-  and,  by  their  united 
with  the  adv.<ntagesof  a  flowriihing  hnf- 
pital,  that  fchool  at  prefent  is  joftly  |ihc*« 
leraldc’to  ahy  other  in  Europe.-  There 
all  the  different  branches  of  medicine^ 
furgery  and  'philofophy,are  taught  in  the 
greateft  |H*rf<:dioni 

From  thii  (horr  compendium  of  the 
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prcfcnt  ftateof  m^ica!  difcipline  at  home 
and  abroad,  I  would  draw  the  followin]' 
o)iiclu(ions :  That  the  legijlature  wotiid 
iiitci  poi'c  their  authority,  aind,  by  fume 
jwudeiit  means,  abrid^  the  numbers  of 
ihofe  ill  wliofe  hands  the  lives  ut'  fo  ma* 
ny  arc  ratrutted:  that  they  would  lay 
Tome  restraint  on  the  diderent  Brititli 
univerfities  in  the  liberal  profiitiuns  of 
theif  degrees:  that  they  would  prohibit 
all  who  have  not  paffed  a  regular  courie, 
and  obtained  prt>per  credentials  of  their 
knowledge,  purely  from  preferibing  n 
medical  cafes;  and  never  in  any  ci  c 
without  the  concurrence  of  a  phyheian  : 
that  every  phyfician  be  tinftruded  in  the 
confulting  and  fuperintendent  parts  of 
fnrgery.  An  objection  may  here  arife, 
that  the  poor,  by  fuch  a  conduct;  would 
l»c  interdicted  the  benefit  of  medicines, 
tMi  account  of  their  iiicapac  ty  to  pay  the 
i>ectl!hry  fees.  I'his  is  obviated  by  ob- 
ferving,  thats  if  matters  were  on  this 
ftinting,  the  phyfician  would  be  in  a  pro¬ 
per  lituation,  confident  w'ith  the  tuitable 
dignity  and  ernulumenfs  of  his  pmffcf. 
Iv^n,  either  to  pre<L*i  il>e  to  the  pt)or  grU* 
tiSf  or  to.  have  a  fmall  ftipend  fettled  on 
him  by  #lte  town  for  this  purpufe.  I 
would  alfo  adviie,  that  the  prices  of.  all 
medicines  lliould,  in  foroe  meafure,  be 
fixed,  and  the  ordinary  fee  of  a  phyfician 
according  to  thediftance  and  time  <»f  at¬ 
tendance;  and  that  he  could  not  have 
it  ill  his  pow’er  to  augment  the  ftme  at 
his  own  arbitrary  diferttion,  without  the 
bcn»*ficencc  of  his  patient.  I  would 
moreover  add, that  every  phyfii  ian  fiioind 
be  obliged  to  keep  and  to  compound  hit 
own  medicines,  and  not  be  after  all  left* 
to  the  mercy,  caprice  and  ignorance  of 
a^ithecariet,  who,  from  various  private 
views,  might  difconcert  the  intentions  of 
the  moft  able  phyfician,  and  ruin  his  re¬ 
putation.  Happy,  however,  it  U,  that 
ibofi  apothecaries  have  a  different  cha* 
radter ! 

1  forfee  I  fhall  neither  procure  the 
thanks  of  the  faculty,  or  in  particular  of 
the  apothecaries,  for  my  pains,  were 
feme  fuch  feheme  executed;  but,  as  I 
hinted  above,  1  have  nothing  to  fear 
from  either,  and  therefore  am  eafy  con¬ 
cerning  their  cenfares;  I  am  wholl^y  fa- 
tisfied  with  having  no  other  view!  "than 
the  folid  ioteixftt  nf  my  fellow* futiicdta  ;

Will  you  go  about  to 
curt  us  in  fpite  oj  our  teeth?  fViii 
you  deprive  us  of  our  natural  liber* 
ty?  **  No;  replied  the  phyfician  s,  we 
ferce  our  mediemes  upon  no  reliidant 
patient,  but,  at  wc  have  fixed  fahiriei, 
we  are  fent  to  offer  you  our  advice  and 
affiftance  gratis ;  and  the  utmoft  exer¬ 
tion  of  our  fkill  and  abilities  we  are  wil<* 
ling  to  employ  for  your  belt  advantage:
